In response to a letter written to 
Hon. Harvey Helm on laat Friday by 
County Attorney J. E. SoWosoa inform- 
ing him of the diseose prevalent among 
the horaeaof this and adjoining counties, 
a representative of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Animal Industry arrived here 
on last Monday to investigate the 
conditions existing, Mr. Helm with 
the courtesv and expediency for which 
he is noted took tbe matter up without 
delay, asd oaartodevetyinlhiencewith- 
m hto p ower to assist as tooar distress. 

Dr. A. P. Abbott, a ropcosentative 
of the Department of Aaiaaal Industry, 
accompanied by Dr. Robert Graham, 
State Veterinarian, came here Monday 
and spent two days in making a thorouh 
investigation of the existingconditions. 
TLe result of their efforts waa to 
pronounce the asstady as Catarrhal 
Fsvertoavoiy malignant form; the 
Bg to these gentlemen 
who are well versed in medical lore 
pertaining to the diseases of domestic 
animals, is both infectious and 
contagious, and so rapidly has the 
disease been known to spread in some 
instances as to give rise to the inference 
that it la also atmospheiicsl, however 
tho totter to SMraly a auppoaitioB. 
There has as yet been no cure discover- 
ed for the cause. of the disease, further 
than that it originates from a germ, and 
there of course has yet been no remedy 
discovered for its cure; in fact 
the disease itself and its complications 
shows in such a variety of forma, and 
eifeets so amay diflenat aaiasato in so 
If difl^reat wiqra. that it haa been 
foond very difficult to deal with. 

The gentlemen state that after a 
horse has been apparently perfectly 
well for a period of six weeks time, 
that it may transmit the malady, and 
for this reason, if for no Other, the 
greatest care should be aierciaed in 
allowing thus to ssaM to esetaeC with 
well stock, or with slock that have not 
been exposed to the malady; they also 
advise that the greatest care should be 
exercised in the treatment of horses, 
that they should not be worked or allow- 
ed to become overheated when in the 
convalescent stage, that they and other 
stock should be given clean cool quarters. 
■ssdwMsssaMfMd aad wator and 
ptoa^ sf ftosh ato. 

Urn c Bs e aae aa a usual thing nms its 
course in about sixty days and they 
give it as their opinion that the disease 
will be completely extsnatoaled within 
that length of time. 

The Drs. dwelt at length upon the 
anti-toxin which baa been used in the 
trBBtmit the fflsiaei, and they are 
very snrisas that the people be disa- 
bused as to tiie idea existing in the 
minds of some that the anti-toxin was 
either detrimental or inefficient, or 
that it spread the disease. Dr. Abbott 
was very positive in his statements in 
this regard; he says that the medicine 
being aaed to aa aatt-Uuda, aad not a 
seiaas, that it to takaa final a ^teeased 
horse as a bacteria, dead, sad to boiled 
and by certain scientific means made 
into an anti toxin, which is then in- 
troduced into the stock desired to be 
inoculated. 

The Urs. state positively that this 
anti-toxin will NOT CURE the malady, 
neither will it PREVENT IT, NOR 
WILL ITS ADMINISTRATION 
EITHER IMPART OR SPREAD 
THM IM8BASS Oe elatoi made 
te H tottat tt win adtigate the 
eifects of the diseaae, or to use their 
technical term, "check the secondary 
invaders", which are pneumonia, acute 
indigestion and the various complica' 
tions which usually arise from or ac- 
company it. They advocate that all 
stock, be h ioc Bl a t ed with the an- 
tltoiiw, aa by its use the f s toHti e s 
will be redaeed to tho aifafaaom. 

As a result of their researehss, the 
Urs. state that they have found that 
about twelve deaths are all that can be 
ascribed to Catarrhal Fever in this 
county, but that there have been other 
among the horses from other 
aa trouble in foaling; dis- 

wfai^te aqaiao fsadiy to 
and that every death from 

cause waa doubtless ascribed to the 
malady which has created each a ter- 
rible scare and it mask ho adsrittsd, 
considerable havoc 

Both Dr. Abbott and Dr. Graham 
expressed themselves as being well 
satisfied with the manner in which the 
iMscBSit to being bandied in tbe county, 
and expressed it as thsfer Sginion that 
tho toeal vatariasriaas a 
tlie matody propei'ly, aai 
thing possible was being done by tiiom 
to eradicate the diseaae, and that with- 
in a short time we might OBfSak to 
it entirely disappear.

"Certain dependent or reflex econom- 
ic advantages also arise in a commu- 
nity wliere roads have been improvetl. 
The increase in the value of farm 
lands is an example of the indirect 
economic advantages of Improved road 
conditions. It should not be consid- 
ered, however, that in pieseutWig the 
advantages of improved roads the di- 
rect decrease in the cost of hauling 
and the increase In farm values are 
entirely separate and independent. The 
farm Increases In value partly because 
the cost of hauliug is decreased. 

"Whatever methods are used to im- 
prove a road, the improvement for 
hauling purposes is due to three causes 
'•-ths betterment of the road surface, 
the reduction of the grade and the 
shortening of the length. On such an 
Improved road the time required to 
haul a given quantity of material a 
given distance is reduced. The reduc- 
tion may be largely due to Increased 
speed of hauling, to Increased load or 
to both. It Is Important to recognize 
that for transportation purposes reduc- 
tion of time Is equivalent to a decrease 
of the distance from the market cen- 
ters. It is easy to see. then, why the 
Increase of farm values must follow 
improved roads, for their effect Is to 
bring the farms In a sense nearer the 
towns. The fact that on roads with 
improved surfaces hauling becomes 
largely independent of the season of 
the year or weather conditions means 
another very considerable reduction In 
banling costs. It also means that many 
of the limitations of the number and 
kliKl of farm operations are Immediate- 
ly removed."

convenient points. The concrete is 
mixed mushy wet. is de(x>8ited to the 
thickness of six inches upon the firm 
old roadbe<1 and is brought to grade 

and shape by mennj of a templet. In 

order to shed the water to the side 
drains the snrfaee of the concrete Is 
given a rise or rrowu in the center of 
one one-liiindreiUh to one seventy tiftli 
the width of the roadway. The sin-f:ic<« 
is finished with a wooden float and 
wire t>rc>om. by which means there is 
aflorded i)erfeot footing; for hoi'.>ies. At 
interv:ils of twent.v-tivo feet the road 
is divided into se< tions l)y narrow con- 
traeti.in jujnts extending crosswise the 
ro.id and entirely throngh tlie concrete. 

Tile joints are formed by nie.-ins of a 
tliin metal or wooden cross form or 
divider, to whh h is tied a single or 
double tliirUiiess of tar paper, with the 
paper fme a;.'ainst tlie last sei Uon of 
roadway, .\fter ll;e siufai e of this sec- 
tion is tinislied. and while the concri-le 
for the ad.ioinin^' section is Iieiiig plac- 
ed the lord holding the paper to tlie 
cross form is cut. and the cross form 
Is removed. The tar paper adheres to 
tlie concrete and stays in the Joint, 
which is radnesd to the tbitkaaas of 
the paper. 

Wlien the surface of the concrete 
has hardened enough to prevent (lif- 
ting it is sfirinkled with clean water 
and is kept moist for several days. 
Likewise, ns soon as possible, the [lave- 
ment is covered temporarily with two 
inches of sand or dirt from tlie side 
road to give farther aid In curing the 
concrete. Traffic Is conflned to tlie 
earthen side roads until the concrete Is 
about two weeks old. In the mean- 
time shoulders of broken stone or grav- 
el are built along both edges of the 
pavement. Tlicse are made three feet 
wide and suQiciently thick to be firm 
and to make It an easy matter at all 
times for wagon wheels to (lass from 
the side road on to tbe pavsaaoat

"The quarantine on sheep has beer, 
raised in Kentucky on account of the 
scab, therefore the shippers will not be 
compelled to have certificates before 
shipping sheep wrf lambs this season: 
but there to a ^aarsatinn against foot- 
rot, and any oae d e alr i n g to stop sheep 
or lambs showing foot-rot will have to 
comply with the following instructions; 
Trim out the diseased feet once, and 
give three or four foot-baths in a 
trough si.x to sixteen feet long, 18 in- 
ches wide, and eight inches deep; (ill 
the trough four to five inches deep with 
one of the following preparationa— A 
10 per cent aotatiaa of h to a s t oas; or 
any coal tar creosote, or cresol sheep 
dip, made four times stronger than 
used for dipping sheep for scab. Noti- 
fy your Countv inspector and have him 
notify the ("lovernment Inspector at the 
point to which you intend shipping, 
that the sheep have been treated for 
foot-rot aad are bemg abipped for 
slanghtertog parp oasa aai^."
